FEDERAL BUDGET TO 


Ottuwa, March 21— A stabiliza 
tion fund, designed to stimulate 
the export to the United Kingdom 
of certain farm and fishery pro 
ducts and to guarantee to the Can 
adian exporter a definite, fixed 
value tor his commodities, will be 
established by the government, 
Hon E N Rhodes, finance minister 
announced, 

For export purposes, 
ernment proposes to peg the 
pound sterling at $4.60, The stab- 
flization fund will make good to 
the exporters the difference be- 
tween the actual day to day ex- 
change value of the pound and the 
pegged value. 

To illustrate this: The exchange 
value of the pound today is $4.11 
1-2, A Canadian exporter selling in 
the United Kingdom any of the 
goods to which this _ stabilization 
fund will be applied, would receive 
only that value for his commodit- 
ies. The government's proposal is 
that that exporter sTiall réceive 
$4.60. The difference of 48 1-2 
cents to the pound will be made up 
to him from the stabilization fund. 

This will apply, Mr Rhodes said 
to the following commodities: Ani- 
mals, meats (including bacon and 
hams), poultry, fresh fish, canned

The minister believed the direct 
and results would be in- 
creased returns to producers. At 
present due to currency fluctua- 
tions, exporters in order to insure 
themselves against loss, paid to 
the producers the very lowest pos- 
sible price. Assured now, that no, 
matter how low the pound sterling 
may fall, the exporter will receive 
the minister believed that 
the price which the producer would 
receive would also be correspond- 
ingly increased, 

The operation of the stabilization 
fund should give an impetus to ex- 
ports, the minister believed and 
thus reducing the volume of sup- 
plies at home, it would also have 
the effect of increasing prices to 
the primary producer on the dom- 
estic market.
